New  York  —  In  one  of  his  few  public  appearances 
since  the  invasion  of  Kuwait,  President  Saddam  Hus- 
sein of  Iraq  held  a  strained  meeting  with  British  hos- 
tages that  was  shown  on  Iraqi  tv  and  broadcast  abroad. 

UN  Chief  returns  disappointed 
after  fruitless  talks  with  Iraq 
(Sept  3) 

Amman,  Jordan  —  A  chastened  UN  Secretary  —  Gen- 
eral, Javier  Perez  de  Cuellar,  who  came  to  the  Middle 
East  seeking  peace,  headed  home  alarmed  and  empty- 
handed  Sunday  after  an  inflexible  Iraq  rejected  his 
overtures  aimed  at  the  release  of  hostages  and  at  with- 
drawal of  Iraqi  forces  from  Kuwait. 

Senate  confirms  Souter  (Oct  3) 

Wash  —  The  Senate  voted  90-9  Tuesday  night  to  con- 
firm Judge  David  H.  Souter  to  succeed  retired  Justice 
William  J.  Brennan,  Jr.  on  the  Supreme  Court.  A 
strong  bipartisan  majority  approved  President  Bush's 
first  nominee  to  the  Court  despite  complaints  by  some 
Democrats  that  Judge  Souter's  views  on  many  con- 
stitutional issues  remained  a  mystery. 

Gorbechev  wins  Nobel  (Oct  16) 

Moscow  —  Soviet  President  Mikhail  S.  Gorbechev  on 
Monday  won  the  1990  Nobel  Peace  Prize  for  helping 
to  end  the  Cold  War  and  allowing  the  Kremlin's 
former  East  European  satellites  to  regain  their  politi- 
( al  freedom.

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About  the  theme 

The  concept  of  "KNOW  where  to  hide"  is  a 
satirical  approach  emphasizing  the  per- 
sonality of  North  Carolina  Wesleyan  College 
and  this  1990-91  college  year.  The  theme  re- 
fers to  the  college's  location  on  the  outskirts 
of  a  small  eastern  North  Carolina  city,  and  on 
the  events  that  have  made  this  a  particularly 
historical  year  for  us  all. 
September  brought  the  largest  group  of  en- 
tering freshmen  since  NCWC's  opening  in 
1956.  Dorms  were  full,  parking  lots  were 
overflowing,  and  young,  often  Bewildered, 
strangers  were  to  be  found  everywhere  on 
campus.   However,  because  NCWC  has  a 
unique  community  spirit,  new  students  did 
not  remain  strangers  for  long.  It  is  easy  to  get 
involved  in  college  activities  and  the  campus 
seems  like  home.  There  are  many  eager 
helpers  waiting  to  show  their  friendliness; 
there  is  "special  attention"  everywhere.  No 
one  remains  anonymous  for  very  long;  you 
become  known  on  campus  and  you  come  to 
know  the  campus  in  a  personal  way. 
The  size  of  NCWC  is  its  main  attraction. 
Some  come  to  the  small  Rocky  Mount 
campus  because  they  are  used  to  functioning 
in  a  close-knit  environment;  others  come  be- 
cause they  are  tired  of  the  cold  impersonality 
of  a  large  campus,  and  still  others  find  that 
the  small  community  living  is  not  for  them. 
The  city  of  Rocky  Mount,  though  it  is  often 
the  brunt  of  humorous  rejoinders,  is  easy  to 
get  to  "know."  Located  in  a  central  position 
in  North  Carolina,  it  is  close  to  the  capital  city 
of  Raleigh.  We  are  only  two  hours  from  the 
beach,  three  hours  from  the  mountains  and 
four  hours  from  Washington,  DC.   New- 
comers have  no  difficulty  finding  their  way 
around  the  area  and  discovering  the  exciting 
scenery  and  historical  heritage. 
Lasdy,  this  has  been  a  year  of  both  national 
and  mternational  importance.  It  has  been 
impossible  to  "hide"  from  the  24-hour  media 
broadcasting,  heated  debate,  and  political 
dialectic.  We  have  experienced  the  war  in 
Saudi  Arabia  through  television  coverage, 
and  have  known  the  pain  and  anguish  of 
watching  friends,  relatives  and  students 
leave  for  active  duty. 

But  we  have  come  to  "know"  ourselves 
better,  we  have  come  to  understand  our  na- 
tion and  our  national  commitment  better, 
just  as  we  have  come  to  know  our  college 
Detter.  Now,  as  the  focus  reverts  to  issues  that 
were  at  hand  prior  to  Operation  Desert 
ShieW,  we  think  again  of  the  concerns  that 
miist  involve  today  s  students  —  tomorrow's 
citizens:  The  environment,  crime,  the  na- 
tional deficit,  the  world's  hungry  and  the  in- 
creasing number  of  homeless  and  stateless 
individuals. 

We  cannot  "hide"  from  what  is  happening  in 
our  country  and  throughout  the  world;  we 
"know"  that  we  are  faced  with  a  respon- 
sibility to  assume  our  citizenship  roles  with  a 
determination  that  will  make  North  Carolina 
Wesleyan  College  as  proud  of  us  as  we  are  of 
this  school.
